‘¢‘For the Encouragement of 
the Useful Arts.’’ 


This morning the Fourth Annual 
Fair of the Nevada State A. M. & M. 
Society opened under the most favora- 
ble circumstances. An _ institution 
which in 1874 had nothing but hopes 
and plans, to-day inaugurates its 
Fourth Annual Exhibition upon its 
own grounds, and claims a good at- 
tendance by virtue of its name and 
fame for liberality. The plow and 
harrow have been at work, the seed 
has been sown and fallen upon good 
ground. Beautiful shade trees have 
now supplanted the sagebrush, and 
ample buildings and imprevements 
stand where there was not even a pros- 

pect of production. The enterprise 
and persistence of a few men and the 
later generous support of Storey and 
other counties, in this State and Cali- 
fornia, have made it possible for us to 
build a home for the useful artsin Ne- 
vada, and when we consider the nature 
of Nevada’s dependence upon Califor- 
nia, and her lack of public institu- 
tiens, one can realize the difficulty of 
this undertaking. 

And now that Nevada has an Agri- 
cultural Society—a means provided 
for improving her methods and utiliz- 
ing her resources, it should be matter 
of common pride and solicitude that 
this means beimproved. The agricul- 
ture of this State is entirely different 
from that of other sectiong and there- 
fore requires study and comparison. 

‘The occupation of mining is complex 
in the extreme and must secure work- 
ing capital through exhibition of its 
wealth. Our undeveloped resources 
can only be brought in demand by 
a comparison of experiments, and this 
_ justifies us in saying that we have a 
valuable possession in this Society. 
If. we can induce the farmer to discard 
primitive methods, kill off his scrub 
stock, improve his house and increase 
the fertility of his soil, we are doing a 
good work. If we can encourage the 
miner to exhibit his ores and subject 
them to intelligent inspection and ex- 
periment, we shall secure him work- 
ing capital or prevent many losing ex- 
periments. And above all, if a yearly 
exhibition will wake Nevada to an ap- 
preciation of her owo wealth, and 
create that fruitful competition which 
makes men strive to be first in the 
race for honors, we shall some day re- 
ceive visitors, not in a wilderness, but 
in the midst of prosperous and pro- 
ductive communities, made up of per- 
manent and comfortable Lomes. 

For these reasons and many others 
akin to them, we urge that the N.S. 
A.M. & M. Society is the property of 
this State, provided and offered for 
the improvement of every scction. 
The tree has been planted and well 
cared for; has survived the dangers 
of youth, and is now nearing the sea- 
son of fruit aud harvest.
